First Symptoms

The * first symptom may be
headache, then dizziness, muscu-
lar weakness, disturbed memory,
loss of consciougness, coma and
frequently death. One frightful
eomplication, as the condition
progresses, is the inability to
move because of muscular weak-
ness even though consciousness
remains,

How does this strange gas act
ehemically? As it is inhaled, the
earbon monoxide mixes with the
hemoglobin, the oxygaen-carrying
red pigment of the red corpuscles
in the blood. The normal function
of red cells to carry oxygen from
the lungs throughout the body
is essential to good health. When
their purpose is impeded by con-
veying carbon monoxide gas, in-
stead of oxygen, suffocation re-
sults.

loxide forms, During eold wea-
{ther, ventilation is likely to be
|reduted to a minimum. This en-
lcourages increase concentrations
lof the gas to build up. If a per-
'son is exposed for a Tong period|
of time without detection, death
will result. If, however, the vic-
{tim is found before too long aft-
|er exposure, fresh air should be
admitted and artificial respira-
tion employed. Preferably the pa-
[tient ghould be taken to a hos-
|pital where life-saving techniques
lare available, and blood trans-
{fusions given should they be nec-
|cegsary.

Accidents from carbon monox-
ide are preventable, Don’t (Iriw:?l
your car with the windows tight-
ly shut. Keep fresh air coming
in to dissipate the fumes. Re-
member that the insidious char-
acteristics of this killer gives you
'no warning of its presence.

Gee that fresh air is drifting
into your garage should you have
the motor running in your car,
and into your home should you
be using gas heating ecuipnment
and appliances.

Nobody Can Have
More Than One
Driver’s License

Nobody can have two drivers
licenses anymore

You ean have either a chauf-
feur's license or an operator’s
license, but you can’t have both,

That's a new law, passed by
the 1959 Legislature and effec-
tive last September 18. It repla-
ces a former vehicle code sec-
tion which permitted a driver
to have in his possession both
kinds of licenses.

If you now hold both a chauf-

feur's and an operator’s license,
the law requires that you sur-
render one of them to the State
Department of Motor Vehicles.
If you are a professional driver
(operator of. a truck or bus, for
example), you naturally will
want to keep your chauffeur's
license. It entitles you to drive
both commercial and pleasure
vehicles,

If you are merely a pleasure
driver, then an operator’s license
